A <*ortain amount of water is nccefr* 
saiy to carry on the functions of tho 
animal economy.

I have sometimes 
thought, on hearing the testimony of 
them dyspeptics in regard to tin; influ­ 
ence of cold water thus taken into the 
stomach, that, perhaps, of all baths, this 
is l»est. 
The number of persons suffering from 
heart-burn or w ater-brash is very large. 
In a ladies’ seminary I asked how many 
suffered more or less with heart-bum, 
and more than half the hands went up. 
It is a very common affection, and is the 
introduction to graver forms of indiges­ 
tion. It should not be treated with either 
indifference or alkalies, but by tho observ­ 
ance of the following suggestions.
